ted with the overall system which manages and directs the Soviet guided 



program* Available information states that the managerial system is 



in the RFSSR and that the system mostly employs Russian born scientists, 



rather than scientists of Baltic ethnic background. Also, the research and de- 
velopn nt program pertaining to the Soviet guided missile program is conducted 
within closely guarded areas which are within the RFSSR. The aforementioned is 
not st bed as an apology for the lack of success in identifying persons associated 
with t z Soviet missile program, but rather to underscore the immensity of the 
pro^le , particularly as it concerns the Lithuanian SSR. 

A review of the members of the Academy of Sciences of the Hthuanian SSR, 
and of vheir interests,, reflects that noj^of them are or have been engaged in 
Soviet jjuided missile activity. However, the Lithuanian desk will continue to 
study the backgrounds of these scientists in the event that should a Lithuanian 
scientist have access to the desired information, then an attempt will be made to * 
locate : nd recruit a Western scientist who could have a logical reason for wanting 
to meet the particular scientist. The obvious purpose of this contact \\rould be t o 
assess ;he Lithuanian scientist and to attempt to elicit the desired information. 
However , in all fairness, it must be pointed up that the bulk of the ^oviet scientists
